offered. Creditors were pressing 
debtors for repayment. - The 
yitality of. credit was gone. Cash 
appeared to have completely vanish- 
ed from the market. The Chinese 
were driven te appeal to the Goe- 
vernment for assistance. iA 
Chinese Delegation, headed by the 
Chinese members on the Legislative 
Council, waited on the Govern- 
ment, and the whole outlook was 
exhaustively and — impressively 
stated by their spokesman. Thanks 
to his masterly presentation oY the 
case, and to the sympathy of, Sir 
Edward Stubbs, the Governiaent 
was, within the space of anly a few 
days, able to announce that the 
‘Tiome Government would rt once 
place at the disposal of the -Ce-

The Jearned Attorney 
Genera! had argued that the words 
were correctly paraphrased in the 
charge, as allowed to include any 
carrying of passengers in the 
waters ‘of the Colony for however 
short a distance and without. re- 
ference to any voyage or ‘destina- 
tion. 


For the’ appellant it was claimed 
that the language of the section - 
could only be referable to the 
terminal ‘points of the voyage. 

This latter, said Mr. Wood, was, 
in the Court’s opinion, the right 
construction. If the legislators had

In M. Painleve’s financial plan, it is estimated that the Poll Tax 
will yield 200,000,000 francs, annually and the extraordinary tax on 
income and property. 5,755,000,000 franes annually. 6 

The resources of the Sinking Fund also include an annual con- 
tribution of 2,630,000,000 from the Budget and proceedings from the 
short term loam service. The short term debt may for the present 
be met by the Banque de France up. to 8,585,000,000 franes by the 
issue of extra banknotes. The Bill also, authorises the Banque to 
inerease its advances to the Treasury from the present 32,000,000,000
